CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, 
MIDDLESEX, SS. 


To any Constable of the Town of ‘Weston, 
GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth you are hereby required to 
notify and warn all of the inhabitants of the said town, qualified 
by law to vote in elections and town affairs, to meet in the Town 
Hall, in said town, on Monday the 31st day of March, 1930, at 
12 o’clock noon to act on Article 1 of this warrant; and to meet in 
said Town Hall on the same date at 7.30 o’clock p.m. then and 
there to act upon the remaining articles of this warrant. 

The polls for the election of town officers will be opened at 12 
o’clock noon and may be closed at 7.45 o’clock P.M. 


Articte 1. To bring in their votes for the following town 
officers, each to be designated and all to be voted for on one ballot, 
namely : — 


A moderator for a term of one year, 

One selectman for a term of three years, 

One member of the board of public welfare for a term of three 
years, 

One assessor for a term of three years, 

One member of the school committee for a term of three years, 

A treasurer and collector for a term of one year, 

An auditor for a term of one year, 

One library trustee for a term of three years, 

A library treasurer, 

One trustee of the Merriam Fund for the Silent Poor for a term 
of three years, 

One park commissioner for a term of three years, 

One cemetery commissioner for a term of three years, | 

One member of the board of health for a term of three years, 
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Three measurers of lumber, 

One member of the board of commissioners of trust funds for a 
term of three years, 

Five members of the planning board, 

A tree warden. 


ArticLE 2. To hear and act upon reports of town officers and 
committees. 


ArtTicLE 3. To determine whether the town will appropriate 
the sum of $300, or some other amount, and elect a director for 
demonstration work in agriculture and home economics, the money 
to be expended by, and the director to serve in co-operation with 
the Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture, under the provisions 
of Chapter 128 of the General Laws. 


ArticLtE 4. To determine whether the town will vote to accept 
and allow as a public way a certain tract of land adjoining the 
Boston Post Road on the westerly side of Highland Street as 
shown on a plan by Rowland H. Barnes and Henry F. Beal dated 
March 11, 1930, on file in the office of the Town Clerk and as laid 
out by the Selectmen and set forth in their order. 


ArtIcLE 5. To determine whether the town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to enter into an agreement with the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, the Boston and Maine Railroad and/or 
the County of Middlesex or any one or more of them for the aboli- 
tion of the grade crossing on the Boston Post Road at Stony Brook 
through the construction of a highway bridge; to appropriate 
money to carry out the terms of any such agreement and to author- 
ize the issue of bonds or notes for a term not exceeding ten years 
for the payment of such share not exceeding $10,000 as may fall 
upon the town under any such agreement. 


ArtTIcLE 6. To determine whether the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to enter into an agreement with the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts indemnifying the Commonwealth against loss or 
damage by reason of certain proposed land takings incident to a 
relocation of the Boston Post Road in said town. 
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ArticLE 7. To determine whether the town will authorize the 
appointment of a committee to conduct an investigation of the 
plant and facilities now devoted to public education in the town 
and to report to the annual town meeting of 1931 what action, 
if any, should be taken by the town to acquire additional land, ~ 
construct additional buildings, improve and enlarge the existing 
plant and facilities or to take any other action relative to the 
public schools of the town. 


_ ArtTIcLE 8. To raise and appropriate, by borrowing or other- 
wise, such sums of money as may be necessary for all or any of the 
purposes mentioned in the foregoing articles, or as may be required 
to defray the expenses of the town for the ensuing year; and 
especially to act upon all the appropriations asked for or proposed 
by the Selectmen or by the town officers or committees in their 
reports. 


And you are to serve this warrant by posting three attested 
copies thereof according to the vote of the town, namely, at the 
town house, at the Kendal Green post office, and on the town 
bulletin board at the junction of South Avenue and Newton Street 
and Park Road seven days at least before the time appointed for 
said meeting. 


Hereof fail not; and make due return of this warrant with your 
doings thereon to the Selectmen at the time and place of said 
meeting.

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN. 


The Selectmen submit the following report for the year ended 
December 31, 1929, and include herein the budget of appropria- 
tions recommended for the year 1930 as provided by section 5 
of Article II of the By-Laws. 

At the Annual Town Meeting held March 25, 1929, B. H. Dick- 
son, Jr., was re-elected as a member of the Board for a term of 
three years. The Board organized immediately after the Annual 
Town Meeting by the election of Mr. Tyler as chairman and 
Mr. Young as secretary. 

Stated meetings of the Board are held in the Selectmen’s room 
of the Town House on the first Monday of each month at eight 
o'clock p.m. During the year 1929 the Board held three stated 
meetings, twenty-four special meetings and eight public hearings. 
Members of the Board have also from time to time conferred with 
other Town officers and have attended hearings at the offices 
of the County Commissioners of Middlesex County and at the 
State House in Boston. 

The list of officers and committees elected or appointed during 
the year and also a list of licenses.and permits granted by the 
Board are set forth in detail in the Town Records printed herein- 
after in this volume. 


Highways. 


The reconstruction of South Avenue has been continued during 
the past year from a point opposite Ferndale Farm to Cutter’s 
Corner. This work has been going on since 1926, under an agree- 
ment with the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and the County 
of Middlesex, by which the State and County each contributes 
one dollar for each dollar appropriated by the Town. ‘Total 
expenditures have been as follows:

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The large expense in 1929 was due in part to the special work 
necessary to keep safe for public travel that part of South Avenue 
which crosses the bad swamp near Brown Street. The condition 
of the road at that point has never been satisfactory. Settlement 
continues each year. In 1929, on the advice of the state engineers, 
- the experiment of blasting with dynamite was tried in order to 
obtain at once as much settlement as would ordinarily take place 
over a period of years. The highway for two hundred yards in 
length disappeared under the waters of the swamp. ‘The surface 
is not yet satisfactory and we anticipate that considerable work 
will have to be done for several years to come. 

We believe the reconstruction of South Avenue should now be 
completed to the Charles River and we have inserted a budget 
item of $15,000 which should be sufficient for this purpose, if, as 
we expect, the Town can secure contributions of equal amount 
from the Commonwealth and the County of Middlesex. From the 
Natick line to Cutter’s Corner, we have recommended in past 
years a relocation at a width of sixty-six feet. We do not, however, 
propose to carry this width from Cutter’s Corner to the River. 
The expense of land damages, blasting, and the building of re- 
taining walls would mean very heavy expense — more than is 
justified at the present time. Our engineers advise us that by 
utilizing the existing width of fifty feet we can build a new thirty- 
foot roadway with ample space for sidewalks on each side. We 
believe the policy adopted on South Avenue during this five-year 
period is correct and that in the future the Town should expend 
approximately $15,000 a year for permanent highway relocation 
and reconstruction. The expense of maintaining old roads is very 
high, running often to $400 or $500 a year. On the other hand, 
a well-constructed modern road, such as South Avenue now is for 
almost its entire length, can be maintained for a number of years 
at very small expense. 

Petitions are now pending before the County Commissioners 
for the relocation of Summer Street, Highland Street in part, and 
Conant Road. Decrees for the relocation of Ridgeway Road and 
Summer Street have been entered and takings of land have been 
made but it is doubtful if the streets will be completed in accord- 
ance with the decrees in the immediate future. 
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Stony Brook Grade Crossing. 


For many years the Selectmen have made attempts to bring 
about the abolition of the grade crossing on the Boston Post Road 
at Stony Brook. A petition was filed in thé Superior Court about 
fifteen years ago but after hearings before a special commission 
the proposition had to be dropped on account of the outbreak of 
the World War and the embarrassed financial condition of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad at that time. 

Various conferences with the Division of Highways of the Com- 
monwealth and the Boston & Maine Railroad have now resulted 
in an informal agreement by which we expect the crossing to be 
eliminated this year by means of the construction of an overhead 
railroad bridge. The cost of this bridge and its approaches may 
run as high as $175,000 and under the terms of the grade crossing 
statute the Superior Court might require the Town to bear as 
much as 10 per cent of the cost. We expect that the proposed 
agreement, however, will limit the Town’s contribution to $10,000, 
which we regard as most favorable. We have inserted an article 
in the Warrant under which a vote can be passed authorizing the 
Selectmen to make such an agreement on the part of the Town. 
We also suggest that this item of $10,000 be borrowed through an 
issue of serial notes coming due $1,000 each year for ten years. 
Current expenses are heavy and, although we firmly believe in 
the budget system and the pay-as-you-go policy, this special item 
of bridge construction seems a proper one to spread over a ten- 
year period. 


Death of Andrew Fiske. 


On January 26, 1930, occurred the death of Andrew Fiske. 
Mr. Fiske came of a family distinguished by devotion and valuable 
services rendered to the Town of Weston. From the days of the 
early settlements men and women bearing the name of Fiske have 
served the Town in public office and have served the State and 
Nation in time of war. Mr. Andrew Fiske himself lived up to 
this high tradition. He held many town offices, culminating his 
service with many years as Moderator, in which office he suc- 
ceeded his brother, the late Charles H. Fiske. Suitable resolutions 
should be adopted by the Town at the Annual Town Meeting 
commemorating the life and services of this distinguished citizen. 
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Weston Awarded Medal by Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society. 


During 1929 the Town was awarded a medal by the Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society for ‘‘raising the standard in the 
design and planting of town commons.” The exact nature of the 
award is set forth in a letter received from the Society, reading in 
part as follows: 


This is in answer to your letter of February 12 in regard to the medal 
awarded to the Town of Weston by this Society. As you probably know, 
1929 was the Centennial anniversary of this Society, and a special medal 
was struck for award during that year. The Trustees voted to have 100 of 
these medals made. Individuals, hospitals, corporations, towns, garden 
clubs and organizations were considered before these awards were made, 
and finally a list was submitted to the Trustees at the meeting on December 
16. The medals were awarded for different reasons, — some to gardeners 
for unusual skill, to teachers, professors, landscape architects, ete. The 
Trustees awarded the Centennial Silver Medal to the Town of Weston for 
“raising the standard in the design and planting of town commons. The 
common and the colonial town hall which overlooks it are considered 
models.” 


We hope the Town will always maintain the high standard not 
only of Town planning but of efficient municipal government 
which it has upheld for many years. 


Massachusetts Tercentary. 


The year 1930 will be commemorated as the Three Hundredth 
Anniversary of the foundation of the Massachusetts Bay Colony. 
The Town of Weston should co-operate in the official observance 
of this important event. We suggest that a vote be adopted at 
the Town Meeting authorizing the appointment of a committee 
to plan and supervise a proper observance by the Town and to 
co-operate with the official committee representing the Common- 
wealth. It should not be necessary to expend any large sum of 
money for this purpose and we believe the item of $500, as 
recommended in the budget, should be sufficient. The Selectmen 
have already appointed an informal committee to make some plans 
but this committee should be given official sanction. 
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Town. Finances. 


The Town of Weston is in a sound financial condition with 
a surplus in the treasury amounting to $28,374.20 on December 31, 
1929. The tax rate for 1929 was $19.50. This rate was the same 
as the rate for 1928, but represented a reduction from 1927 and 
1926. In former years our rate was materially less, but with the 
growing expense of town government, particularly for highways 
and schools, we see no possibility of substantially reducing the 
rate. It is noteworthy, however, that only sixteen towns in the 
state had in 1929 a lower rate than Weston and the bulk of these 
towns were small communities west of the Connecticut River 
or on Cape Cod and Martha’s Vineyard Island. 

We hope that the voters will study with care the reports of the 
Auditor and Treasurer and will come to the Annual Town Meet- 
ing with full knowledge of the financial problems which now face 
the Town. The bulk of our revenue comes from local taxes and 
the collections in 1929 amounted to $166,060.89. Motor vehicle 
excise taxes, which went into effect in 1929, produced revenue 
amounting to $16,094.89. Due to mistakes of insurance brokers, 
a number of cars owned by Weston residents were assessed in 
Newton and Wellesley because of the fact that the applications 
for registration gave the owners’ post office addresses as the place 
where the cars were customarily garaged. We recommend that 
every resident of Weston take particular care in connection with 
all applications for registration of motor vehicles so that the Town. 
of Weston will obtain the full excise tax to which it is lawfully 
entitled. 

Weston received from the state income tax $29,343.82, an 
increase of more than $5,000 from 1928. On account of business 
conditions, it is probable that the amount received from this 
source in 1930 will be somewhat reduced thus throwing an added 
burden on our local tax rate. 

The outstanding indebtedness as of December 31, 1929, was 
$88,000. This has since been increased by a new issue of $100,000 
water loan bonds to pay for the large development of the water 
system during 1929. The Town Treasurer showed excellent 
judgment in borrowing on short-time paper for several months 
and then refunding the notes in this large loan at a favorable rate. 
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The bonds are on a 4 per cent basis and were sold to Harris, 
Forbes & Co., Inc., the highest bidder, at $100.32. This wise 
action of the Town Treasurer enabled the bonds to be floated at 
4 per cent, whereas if the issue had been put out last summer, 
when money was first required to pay the bills, the rate would 
probably have been 414 per cent. 

The several funds given by the late Horace 8. Sears for various 
public uses in the Town continue to bring in a steady revenue, a 
constant reminder of the wonderful benefactions with which Mr. 
Sears endowed the Town. 

The amount of work required in the Town offices has increased 
substantially and it will be necessary to employ a part-time 
assistant to work under the direction of the Clerk of Committees, 
Miss Mary R. Sheehan. 

Substantial increases are found under the heading “ Health and 
Sanitation.”’ In the first place, Miss Haldane has been employed 
to act both as a school and district nurse at a salary of $1,800 a 
year. The Weston Red Cross will provide one-third of the salary 
and will furnish her with an automobile and pay certain other 
expenses. In consideration of this the Red Cross will receive the 
fees which are charged in many cases. In theory, one-third, or 
$600, should be charged to the School Department and one-third 
to the General Health Department, but our appropriation budget 
only treats this as one item. In view of the fact that the Red 
Cross paid all the expense for the last three months of 1929, Miss 
Haldane’s employment having begun October 1, it seems fair for 
the Town to take this into consideration and pay all the expenses, 
for the next six months. It has been suggested that the Red 
Cross may not go on with this agreement after next October, and 
that the Town should appropriate $150 additional to take care of 
the last three months of 1930 in full. We believe, however, that 
the Red Cross will most certainly continue this arrangement. 
and we are therefore not including any additional fund for that. 
contingency. 

The Health Department appropriations show a large increase. 
The Town has been faced with some serious cases of contagious. 
disease, many of them contracted by persons not now living in 
Weston but who have under the laws of Massachusetts a settle- 
ment in Weston which compels this Town to pay the bills, even 
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although contracted by Boston or other municipalities. The 
outstanding bills of this nature are almost’ $1,500. Additional 
bills of this nature for the coming year are estimated at $750, and 
they will have to be paid. 

A new item appears in the budget this year under the title of 
“Vocational Education.” Several pupils from Weston attend 
the vocational schools of Waltham or Newton. Under chapter 74 
of the General Laws, dealing with vocational education, residents 
of towns which do not maintain vocational schools may in the 
discretion of the Commissioner of Education be admitted to such 
a school in another city or town. The Commissioner fixes the 
tuition fee which the town of residence must pay, for one-half 
of which fee the town of residence is subsequently reimbursed by 
the Commonwealth. There are now four residents of Weston 
attending the Newton School at a tuition of $245 apiece, and one 
at the Waltham School at a tuition of $150. There may be others 
and it seems proper to appropriate $1,500. for this particular 
purpose. 

The improvement of the land adjoining the school playground 
has not yet been completed and it is estimated that an additional 
sum of $5,000 will be required. The work having been begun, it 
should be pushed forward to final completion in order that the 
people of the Town may have the benefit of that land which Mr. 
Harry L. Bailey has been generous enough to give us for recre- 
ational purposes. 

We call particular attention to the report of the Board of Water 
Commissioners. The appropriation of $16,200 was sufficient to 
pay all running expenses and bond interest amounting to $3,820. 
There still remains as of January 1, 1930, the following unexpended 
appropriations for extensions and improvements:

Part of these balances will have to be used to meet bills already 
contracted. But it appears that the Water Commissioners will 
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still have available more than $30,000 which can be borrowed 
for extensions if the Water Commissioners deem such course ad- 
visable during 1930. 

During the year the Collector collected $166,060.89, but taxes 
assessed during 1927, 1928 and 1929 still remain uncollected in 
the sum of $35,014.48 as of January 1, 1930. This is too large a 
sum and we trust the Collector will take prompt action to call 
delinquent taxpayers to account. 

There are some outstanding legal bills and litigation is expected 
during the coming year. Because of these facts we recommend a 
substantial increase in the appropriation for law. 

In connection with the extension of the water system in 1929, 
twenty-nine new hydrants were installed. ‘There are now one 
hundred four hydrants in the Town and it is probable that 
others will be installed during the coming year. An increase in 
that appropriation item is therefore required. 


Boston Post Road. 


During the year the Selectmen have had many conferences with 
representatives of the State Division of Highways with regard to 
the improvement of the Boston Post Road. We are informed that 
the Commonwealth proposes to construct a by-pass around the 
thickly settled section of the Town, running from the corner of 
Wellesley Street to a point just beyond Highland Street. It is 
anticipated that the Commonwealth will take the necessary land 
for the new state highway and will start actual construction within 
two years. It will be necessary for the Town to indemnify the 
Commonwealth against land damages and we have inserted an 
appropriate article in the Warrant so that the vote can be passed 
authorizing the Selectmen to sign an agreement to that effect. 
We believe the people of the Town would welcome a relocation 
of the Boston Post Road and that both local and through traffic 
would benefit from the new highway. No further immediate 
action will be required of the Town except the acquisition by 
purchase or by eminent domain of a small triangle of land lying 
to the west of Highland Street and now under process of develop- 
ment as Irvington Court. This small parcel will be required when 
the by-pass is constructed and it is certainly wise to acquire it 
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at the present time before any houses are constructed. If the 
purchase cannot be made by agreement, the Selectmen will take 
the parcel in question and submit the taking to the Town for 
approval at the Annual Town Meeting under an appropriate 
article in the Warrant. 

The budget of appropriations recommended by the Selectmen 
has been submitted to the Finance Committee as required by the 
By-Laws of the Town.

During the year a Ford coach was purchased for the use of the 
Department at a cost of $609. The necessary car hire for trans- 
portation of prisoners, for investigating, and such times as the 
weather makes the use of motor cycles impossible, would have 
greatly exceeded the cost of the car. During the seven and a 
half months we have had the automobile it was driven approxi- 
mately 14,000 miles, which at the usual rate of 10 cents. per mile 
would have cost $1,400. The saving will be even vreater another

year, as we will have the benefit of the allowance made on it 
when traded in. 

There have been a number of house breaks, particularly in 
dwellings which were vacant for short periods. It will help 
greatly if residents whose homes are to be vacant will notify the 
police; it is even more important that they notify the Depart- 
ment of strange or suspicious persons, and particularly those 
soliciting, canvassing or selling from house to house, so that the 
police may see to it that they are what they represent themselves 
to be. 

For the ensuing year I recommend an appropriation of $11,000 
to take care of increases in salaries for the officers, as they are all 
experienced men and should receive compensation comparable 
with men in surrounding communities.

During the past year a considerable number of improvements 
and extensions have been made to the system. Not only has the 
program contained in the last Town Report been completed, but 
further additions have been made. 

The following has been undertaken: 

1. Approximately one acre of additional land adjacent to the 
Kendal Green Pumping Station has been purchased. 

2. Wighteen additional wells have been driven at the Kendal 
Green plant, providing a total of thirty. It was the original 
intention to increase the number by only twelve. 

3. A Triplex electrically driven pump of 500 gallons per minute 
capacity has been installed at the Kendal Green Pumping Station. 
It is for the present equipped to operate at the rate of about 
300 gallons per minute, and by a simple change in the pulley 
ratio may at any time in the future be operated at its full rating, 

The original proposal was the installation of a pump of 250 
gallons per minute capacity. 

A new switchboard and other equipment of the latest design 
has been added. 

4. A kerosene heater of approved type has been installed in 
this station. 

5. A 12-inch force main has been constructed from the Kendal 
Green Pumping Station through land owned by the Town to and 
under the tracks of the Massachusetts Central Division of the 
Boston & Maine Railroad; thence through land owned by Mr. 
Francis B. Sears, across Crescent Street through land owned by the 
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Estate of George S. Perry, to Boston Post Road; thence to Wel- 
lesley Street, and through Wellesley Street to Newton Street. | 

Provisions for numerous future connections from this main have. 
been included. 

6. An 8-inch main has been constructed from the end of the 
main in North Avenue which runs to Merriam Street, and thence, 
in Merriam Street to and under the tracks of the Fitchburg Di- 
vision of the Boston & Maine. Railroad. 

7. This 8-inch main has been continued in Merriam Street 
to a point beyond the junction of Silver Hill Road, and 6-inch 
mains have been connected thereto and have been run for the 

entire length of Silver Hill and Westland Roads. 

The 8-inch main in Merriam Street has been extended about 
250 feet further than was originally planned. 

8. Deposit was removed from the mains in North Avenue and 
Church Street. The amount of money as estimated for this 
work permitted also of the cleaning of the main from the Reser- 
voir to the Warren Avenue Pumping Station, the main in Boston, 
Post Road from Highland Street to Church Street, and the main, 
from the Kendal Green Pumping Station to Church Street. A, 
badly tuberculated condition was found, and a very large amount 
of deposit was removed. An old bicycle tire was taken from the 
main near the Warren Avenue Pumping Station. Apparently’ 
this had been in the pipe ever since it was laid, over thirty years, 
ago. The cleaning of these mains was extremely successful, and 
has brought beneficial results in lower friction loss and greater 
capacity. 

9. Several new valves have been installed in the old mains. 
These will prove of distinct value in the maintenance of the system, 

10. The 6-inch main in Lexington Street has been extended for 
about 1,845 feet. 

11. A 6-inch main connected to the main in Boston Post Read 
has been installed through Golden Ball Road, including its future 
extension, and is joined with the main in Chestnut Street. hoe 
improvement was not originally contemplated. 

This main not only serves all of the residents in Golden Ball 
Road, but forms an important loop and reduces friction loss in ne 
passage of water to and from the Reservoir. 

12. Twenty-nine additional hydrants have been installed, and 
55 house service connections have been made. 


‘ 
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13. An automobile truck was purchased to replace one which 
had been in service for several years and which was badly worn 
out. 

14. A careful investigation has been undertaken of the poten- 
tial water supply in land adjacent to the Kendal Green Pumping 
Station. It has been determined that a plentiful quantity exists, 
but large percentages of iron were found at the location of several 
test wells. As the demand for water increases, it may at a later 
date be necessary to provide equipment for the removal of iron. 

Under the present operating conditions the well field which now 
exists at Kendal Green yields a satisfactory supply respecting both 
quantity and quality. The average draft per well is about 10 
gallons per minute. Many of these wells produced from 50 to 60 
gallons per minute under test. The new pumping unit and this 
well field operating in conjunction with the Warren Avenue equip- 
ment should supply the demand for several years to come. 

Cement-lined pipe has been used for the installation of all of the 
new mains described above. In the opinion of experts a much 
smaller rate of tuberculation is to be expected in pipes of this 
modern type. 

The cost of the improvements and extensions undertaken during 
the past year is considerably less than was originally anticipated. 
This fact is particularly gratifying because very much more rock 
excavation was required for pipe line trenching than was expected, 
and because more extensive installations were made. Unusually 
fortunate competition was obtained from the bidders for the 
various portions of the work, which resulted in the placing of 
favorable contracts. At the Annual Town Meeting of last year 
it was voted to appropriate $120,000 to be expended for improve- 
ments to the system, and at a subsequent meeting this amount was 
raised to $136,000. The larger amount appeared to be required 
due to several proposed additional installations, one of which was 
later abandoned. The estimate for the latter was approximately 
$9,000. Instead of procuring a bond issue for the full amount of 
the money which was authorized, it has become necessary only for 
the town to borrow $100,000 to meet the total cost of the improve- 
ments and extensions which have been undertaken. Interest 
charges and the retirement of the principal of this loan will result 
in a considerable burden, and for several years at least a deficit 
will result. Guarantee of payment of the principal has been 
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secured, however, for several of the extensions, and the gross 
income derived from water consumption is constantly increasing. 

The cleaning of mains described above was paid for by special 
appropriation. 

While the work which has been completed has materially 
strengthened and improved the system, and whereas a larger num- 
ber of citizens now derive the benefits of the service, yet much 
more is essential toward further improvement. The system is still 
inadequate for the evergrowing needs of the Town, and within a 
short time additional reservoir capacity should be acquired and 
many of the “‘dead ends” of the system should be connected to 
form loops. The latter is particularly essential for the proper 
servicing of the Silver Hill district. Further extensions should 
also be made in order that a greater area be included. 

The 6-inch main in the Boston Post Road,.from the corner of 
Wellesley Street to School Street, and the 6-inch main in Wellesley 
and Chestnut Streets, have been in operation for over twenty-five 
years, and have become badly tuberculated. These mains must 
convey most of the water delivered to the reservoir from the Ken- 
dal Green Pumping Station through the new 12-inch main, and 
we propose that they be cleaned. We desire to obtain a special 
appropriation for this purpose. 

The efficient and untiring efforts of Mr. Carver, the superin- 
tendent of the system, have been of particular value during the 
past year.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
MOTH WORK. 


To THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN: 


Gentlemen, — For several years past we have continued the 
policy of careful scouting to- detect if possible any serious infes- 
tation of gypsy or brown-tail moths. This has been done as a 
protective measure, so that in the event of a colony getting es- 
tablished it could be stamped out before serious damage resulted. 

At this time only scattered gypsy egg clusters have been found, 
and no winter nests of the brown-tail; also the satin moth, which 
a few years ago seemed to be increasing rapidly, was scarcely 
noticeable last summer. Incidentally, both Lincoln on our north 
and Wayland on our west had to resort to spraying to control 
outbreaks of the gypsy moth. 

I feel it is wise to continue the present supervision, and recom- 
mend the usual appropriation of $300.

With the increase of traffic from year to year the cost of main- 


taining our streets is of necessity more. 


The cost of replacing 


guard rails, street signs and traffic signals which are needlessly 
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destroyed by careless driving from day to day is no small item of 
expense. The work this year covers the streets as listed, and to 
each one has been given attention as it seemed best. It has been 
our aim to make all the improvements possible with the means at 
our disposal. 


Bituminous Material. 


There has been used on the streets this year approximately 
70,000 gallons of oil and tarvia. 


Sidewalk Work. 


There has been expended during the year $1,449.24. From this 
sum the sidewalk on Viles Street was resurfaced, also on Concord 
Road and North Avenue at Drabbington Inn. In addition, the 
gravel walks in different sections of the town have been repaired 
as needed. 


Snow and Ice. 


There has been expended for the removal of snow and ice, 
$1,770.38. 


Machinery and Equipment. 


There was expended during the year the sum of $6,000. With 
this appropriation we purchased one new Mack truck which in 
every way has proven highly satisfactory. New wiring and motors 
were installed at the crusher plant, this work being compulsory 
by order of the Edison Electric Illuminating Company. The 
balance was used in the usual repairs and upkeep of all equipment. 
It will be necessary this year to build a new set of bins for the 
crusher, which will include new buckets, chains and screens, as the 
present equipment is worn out and unsafe to use. I am therefore 
asking for an increase in the appropriation for same.

The Committee has continued its policy of applying the in- 
come from the fund left to the Town by the late Horace S. Sears 
for the benefit of the teachers against the rental of the ‘‘Teach- 
ers’ Lodge,” Mr. Harry L. Baily having continued to make its 
use possible for this purpose. 

Work on the playground and athletic field has continued dur- 
ing the past year, and there is now an area sufficient for a football 
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field graded and seeded. The Committee is recommending an 
appropriation of $5,000 which will enable it to complete an 
additional area sufficient for two tennis courts, and give it equip- 
ment for the smaller children. The Committee believes that the 
Town is in sympathy with this development, and feels that it 
will greatly benefit the schools. 

The skating rink which was placed on the playground a year 
ago was not replaced this fall for the reason that the grounds 
had just been seeded and it seemed desirable that there should 
be no possibility of injury to the surface. 

The Committee also wishes to extend its thanks to the Misses 
Case for permitting the surface drainage from School Street and 
Maple Road, which for many years has run on to the playground, 
to be diverted across School Street on to their property. This 
has greatly benefited the conditions under which the new play- 
ground is being developed. 

During the year, in co-operation with the Weston Chapter of 
the American Red Cross and the Board of Health, the services 
of a graduate nurse have been obtained to act as the school 
nurse as required by statute, and also to serve as district nurse 
in the Town. This cannot fail to be of much benefit to the 
Town as a whole. 

Also, through the co-operation of the Women’s Community 
League, and largely by its efforts, which are fully appreciated by 
the Committee, equipment has been installed and arrangements 
made for the serving of hot lunches at a nominal cost to the 
scholars. This action was taken after a canvas as to the demand 
for such lunches, which demonstrated that they were greatly 
desired, and this action, therefore, will doubtless have the approval 
of the Town. 

Owing to the crowded condition of the schools and the in- 
creased attendance during the last ten years, as pointed out by 
the Superintendent of Schools, the Committee has reeommended 
to the Board of Selectmen the appointment of a special com- 
mittee to make a study of the entire situation, particularly as 
affected by the present buildings; that this committee be in- 
structed to submit a report at the Annual Town Meeting in 1931 : 
and it is hoped that favorable action will be taken on this 
recommendation. 
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Details of the work that is being done in the schools will be 
found in the report of the Superintendent of Schools, and those 
of the special teachers, which follow.

JANUARY 18, 1930. 


To THE CHAIRMAN OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE, WESTON, Mass.: 
Dear Madam, — I submit herewith my report for the year ending Decem- 


ber 31, 1929. 
TEACHING STAFF. 


The success of any school system depends in the last analysis upon its 
teachers. The finest school plant is of little value if the teachers are not 
competent and devoted to their work. Statistics show that the teachers of 
Weston have had considerably more training and experience than the average 
for the State. Our teachers as a whole are well qualified, conscientious and 
industrious. The salaries paid at present compare favorably with those 
paid in other towns in the State. This fact, combined with the good living 
conditions made possible by the Teachers’ Lodge, has enabled us to retain 
good teachers for long periods of service. 


GROWTH AND NEEDS. 


The average membership of the schools for the vear 1919 was 353. The 
average membership this fall has been 473, an increase of 120, or about 334 
per cent in ten years. Our buildings are inadequate now and will doubtless 
be more so next year. Besides more rooms for both High School and grades, 
I feel that we should have a gymnasium, in order to give a real course in 
Physical Education from the first grade through the high school. The new 
playground when completed will be a fine addition to our school plant. While 
out-of-door exercise is superior to that taken indoors, our climate is such 
that we need a place for indoor games and exercises in order to develop chil- 
dren physically and promote good health. 


TUITION PUPILS. 


We now have twenty pupils in our schools who come daily from Lincoln, 
Natick, Sudbury and Wayland. Twelve of these are in the High School and 
eight in the grades, with not more than two in any one grade. Several others 
have applied for admission this fall, but have been refused, owing to the 
crowded condition of the grade they desired to enter. I have not felt that 
children who have been in our schools several years should be excluded, even 
when the grade was somewhat too large. 


SCHOOL WORK. 


Teachers are instructed to proceed on the assumption that parents wish 
their children to do real work at school, and that pressure be brought to bear 
to accomplish this whenever necessary. When a teacher has forty or more 
pupils in a grade it is difficult to take into account the individual characteristics 
of a child, as may be done in a class with fewer pupils. Our teachers put in 
many hours of work with pupils after the regular school hours, but our trans- 
portation system makes it difficult to do this with many of the children. I 
consider our discipline very good, as in fact, it must be, to teach large classes 
successfully. 
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The courses and programs of study have been carried on with practically 
no change from those of recent years, and we are endeavoring to maintain the 
high standards that have made the Weston schools so favorably known.

Iam glad to report that the work in Drawing and Manual Art has been 
most satisfactory. 
Parents’ Day is the best test of the work, for on that day the teachers 
try to give in the exhibition a clear idea of the outline of work, from the first 
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grade to the High School. Starting in the fall term with the study of color 
and the drawing of fall flowers with a little design and printing, the study of 
form from a point, through lines, angles, plane figures, to the solids, they 
come to the making of Christmas gifts. 

The winter term is the time devoted to pictorial drawing, and the work 
consists of working directly from the object as well as from memory and the 
printed illustration. 

The spring term brings the nature study, — the study of trees, botanical 
work and planning of gardens and design. 

Each holiday brings its own special drawing, and in this work the pupils 
show their individuality, as they are asked to design their own pictures. 

The sketching from the window of fall and winter and spring scenes has 
been excellent. The best work each week is placed on the bulletin board, and 
it is a pleasure to examine the work. 

The work in the High School is the best I can do under the conditions that 
the pupils have to work. This yeor we have had the added interference of 
the special music, and some of the pupils have only tea minutes, which is 
altogether too short for excellent work. 

The posters have been of good quality and covered the subjects of Educa- 
tion, Fire Prevention, Safety First, Health and Book Week. The Massa- 
chusetts 8. P. C. A. sent Mary Rand a medal for her poster. I am always 
glad to have this outside work, and only hope more pupils will enter posters 
for the 1930 contest which closes April 1. 

It gives me pleasure to know that two of my former pupils are students at 
the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston. One of the senior class is taking the 
Saturday work at the Museum. 

The conference with the Primary and Grammar Schools has continued, and 
I still visit the North School, although I find only twelve pupils. 

I thank the teachers for their co-operation in making the work in drawing 
so full of practical help, and the School Committee for all the supplies I have 
ordered.

The Trustees of the Weston Public Library submit their report 
for the calendar year of 1929, as follows: 

The routine of the Library has continued its effective and 
inconspicuous course. The Trustees have been free to devote 
their time to the renovations and repairs mentioned in the last 
report, for which the Town in its annual meeting made special 
appropriation. 

The Library has been painted both inside and out. The cus- 
-tomary incidentals to such a repainting, — repair of window 
sashes and filling cracks in woodwork which have been opened 
by the weather, — were also done. Bids were received for the 
work, and the contract was given to the lowest bidder. 

Such renewals of electric wiring and changes in electrical equip- 
ment were also made as seemed needful for increased safety 
from fire. The recommendations of the Town Inspector of Wir- 
ing, made after careful examination and conference with other 
wire inspectors, were followed by the Trustees, and very satis- 
factory results were thereby reached.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF HEALTH. 


To tHE WeEsTON BoarRp oF HEALTH: 
Gentlemen, —I herewith submit my report as Supervisor of 
Health, acting under your direction, for the year 1929. 


Diseases Dangerous to Public Health. 


During the year a total of 113 communicable diseases were 
reported to the Board of Health. Table No. I gives the monthly 
incidence of the cases as reported, and the median for eleven 
years. Table No. II gives the same diseases over a ten-year 
period. This total number, it will be observed, is the highest for 
any year since 1920, except that of last year. This large total is 
explained chiefly by the unusual prevalence of influenza. 


Diphtheria. 


There were no cases of diphtheria reported during the year. 
We believe that this excellent record can be attributed largely to 
immunization work done in the schools by the Board of Health 
in co-operation with the School Physician. This fall a total of 63 
children were given the Schick test, to show whether or not they 
were immune, and 85 certificates were issued to those found 
immune, together with the children who had been immunized 
previously but had not received a certificate. Seventy-four chil- 
dren were inoculated to immunize them against the disease, and 


will be retested next fall. The Board is pleased with the co- 2 


operation of the parents of children in consenting to this immu- 
nity treatment, and hopes that by another year all children 
entering public schools may be immunized. 


Scarlet Fever. 


Scarlet fever appeared in the community during the winter as 
it invariably does, there being a total of 20 cases reported. There 
were no fatal cases. This disease remains one in which it is very 
difficult to trace the source of infection. Most of the cases 
occurred in children in the public schools, but with one exception 
were so distributed that at the time of their appearance we could 
not be sure that one case was contracted from the previous one. 
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The exception was in a family of eight, where seven, including 
both parents, had mild cases of the disease when the first case 
came to the attention of the physician by accident. 


Whooping Cough. 


The only other disease that showed any epidemic tendency 
was whooping cough, there being a total of 15 cases reported, 12 
of these in the months of January, February and March. There 
were no fatal cases. 


Other Communicable Diseases. 


There were no cases of typhoid fever reported, which continues 
the excellent record shown for this disease during the last ten 
years. Reports of chicken pox, measles, mumps, pneumonia, 
septic sore throat, tuberculosis and venereal diseases have been, 
on the whole, lower than in previous years, and the Town of 
Weston has enjoyed relative freedom from these diseases. 


Dog Bites. 


Four cases of dog bite were reported, one of these by a rabid 
animal. Rabies continues to be unusually prevalent in the en- 
vironment of Greater Boston, and all cases of dog bite should 
be taken seriously by the victim. Although the vaccination of 
dogs against this disease is not a perfect preventative, still we 
believe it is of sufficient value to become a general practice. 


Laboratory Analyses. 
During the year the laboratory made 14 analyses:

Milk. 


Weston has reason to be proud of its milk supply. Table III 
shows the results of the bacteriological and chemical analyses of 
the thirteen different milks which were sold in Weston during 
the year, and it will be seen from this table that all of the milks 
were uniformly of exceptionally satisfactory character. Five new 
distributors were issued permits during the year. Comparison 
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shows that of the milks that were analyzed the previous year, all 
but two showed improvement in bacterial count. 

All of the milk now being sold in Weston is either pasteurized 
or comes from tuberculosis-free cattle. The Milk Inspector has 
inspected all of the dairies and has examined all pasteurizing 
equipment. The pasteurization of milk is further checked by a 
state inspector. 

Comparison would show that there are few communities which 
have as good milk as the Town of Weston. A copy of the 
monthly reports of milk analyses is posted in the office of the 
Town Clerk for inspection. 


Complaints. 


There have been numerous complaints, all of which have been 
investigated and acted upon. A complaint was received regard- 
ing the sanitary conditions in and surrounding a five-tenement 
dwelling house. Inspection showed that the water supply was 
questionable, and that drainage and other sanitary conditions 
were badly in need of attention. Certain improvements were 
ordered and carried out. 

It was discovered that workmen on the Fitchburg division of 
the Boston & Maine Railroad were menacing the watershed of 
the city of Cambridge. This was brought to the attention of 
the State Department of Health, and as a result the Boston & 
Maine adopted general sanitary regulations to be used in con- 
nection with all their construction work. 

A complaint regarding the keeping of hogs without a permit 
was investigated and the owner ordered to remove his hogs. 

Complaints regarding several dumps were investigated and 
conditions improved. | 

The Board has co-operated with the Plumbing Inspector in 
several instances, notably, in connection with the disposal of 
wastes at the Boston University Recreation Field. 


Swimming Pool. 


The community swimmng pool was investigated and the water 
analyzed. The rool itself and the water were found to be in 
satisfactory condition, but the premises in and about the pool 
were found in an objectionable condition, notably, in connection 
with the breeding of mosquitoes. This condition was reported 
to the Selectmen. 
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Study of School Buildings. 


At a request from the School Physician, a thorough study of 
the Central School Buildings was made in the fall. Considera- 
tion was given to such features as ventilation, lighting and heat- 
ing, toilet and washing facilities, drinking fountains, and general 
features. A detailed report was submitted to the School Phy- 
sician, and a copy of this report has been placed on file at the 
office of the Town Clerk and may be seen by any one interested. 


Garbage Collection. 


Throughout the year the Board of Health has been giving 
careful consideration to the problem of garbage collection in the 
Town of Weston. At the present time a resident has been given 
a permit to collect garbage in Weston, making his contract with 
individual householders in each case. The Board has consistently 
refused to issue any other permits. Although the Board of 
Health is not prepared to make any general recommendations 
regarding the collection of garbage at present, it is of the opinion 
that in the not distant future the Town may be obliged to pro- 
vide for garbage collection by contract or in some other manner. 
Certain portions of the Town are growing rapidly, and sooner or 
later will demand such a community service. 


Water Supply. 


_ The public water supply has been analyzed occasionally during 
the year at the laboratory, and has been found to be of uni- 
formly excellent quality. Numerous complaints have been re- 
ceived from the residents in the Glen Road district, who were 
supplied during the major part of the vear by private wells, and 
during the dry summer season with Wellesley water through a 
private extension. We understand that the town of Wellesley 
is prepared to extend its system into Weston to supply this 
district if some reliable party or parties will contract to pay the 
cost of such installation beyond the Weston Town line, and be 
responsible for payment of water rates as recorded on a master 
meter. Such an extension is in our opinion desirable unless the 
Town of Weston has plans for extending its water supply in this 
district in the near future.

Gentlemen, —I herewith respectfully submit to you for your 
approval my report as Plumbing Inspector for the year 1929. 

There were 49 permits issued for plumbing work. These in- 
cluded new and old buildings and alteration work. Of these, 
26 were for new buildings and 23 were for alterations and old 
buildings. 

The sum of $88 was received for permits and the money paid 
to the Town Treasurer. 

Under section 28 of the Building Laws the minimum require- 
ments which the Inspector of Plumbing will approve for a septic 
tank is 150 feet of open tile in contributing drainage. The In- 
spector may require additional tile drainage to be installed in | 
excess of the above minimum if the soil requires. Such drains 
shall be spaced not less than 10 feet apart. ‘The drain shall not 
be closed until it has been inspected and approved by the 
Inspector of Plumbing.

We the undersigned, Selectmen of Weston, gave due notice of 
our intention to lay out the following roads: Dean Road, in part; 
Locust Road (formerly Laurel Road), Old Colony Road (formerly 
Westerly Road), in part; Pembroke Road (formerly Upland 
Road), such notice requiring all persons interested to appear 
before us at our rooms in the Town Hall on Monday, March 18, 
1929, at 8 o’clock P.m., and caused such notice to be actually 
served according to law upon Charles W. Hubbard et als, trustees, 
Charles O. Bowker, Mrs. C. W. Knowles, Ralph F. Order, Mrs.

Upon motion of Mr. Tyler it was Voted: That five persons be 
appointed ‘by the Moderator to serve as a Memorial Day Com- 
mittee with authority to expend upon the observance of said 
day the sum of two hundred seventy-five dollars ($275) already 
appropriated for that purpose.

proved by the Town; that the Selectmen be and hereby are author- 
ized and requested to confer with the Department of Public Works 
and with the County Commissioners of Middlesex County relative 
to this proposed relocation, the plans and specifications of the work 
and the apportionment of the cost of the entire project including 
acquisition of land as between the Commonwealth, the County and | 
the Town, the Selectmen being hereby authorized to expend for 
any and all purposes in this connection the sum of one thousand

Upon motion of Mr. Ripley, it was Voted: That 
the Selectmen, upon written request of the Board of Water Com- 
missioners, are hereby authorized to sell and convey a certain parcel 
of land on or near Warren Avenue, with an area of approximately 
one-half acre, on such terms and conditions as may be approved 
by the Selectmen and to execute and deliver a proper deed or deeds 
therefor, provided, however, that the Water Commissioners shall 
enter upon their records a detailed description of said parcel of 
land and a statement of their opinion that the same is not needed 
for water supply purposes. 

Upon Mr. Ripley’s motion, it was Voted: That the sum of 
$5,000 be appropriated, to be raised in the tax levy of this year 
said sum to be expended in removing the deposits from the water 
mains on North Avenue and Church Street.

$114,000 be and is hereby appropriated to be expended by the 
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Board of Water Commissioners for the following purposes, to 
wit: 

For acquiring land and/or easements in land by eminent domain 
or otherwise ; 

For additional driven wells with the proper piping to the present 
pumping station; | 

For laying water mains of not less than six inches but less than 
sixteen inches in diameter; 
and that the said sum of $114,000 so appropriated be raised by 
the issue of bonds or notes of the town payable in accordance with 
Section 19, Chapter 44 of the General Laws as amended by section 
2, Chapter 359 of the Acts of 1923, so that said loan will be paid 
in not more than fifteen years or during such shorter period as the 
Treasurer and Selectmen may determine and with such maturities 
as shall be in compliance with Section 8 of said Chapter 44 as 
amended by Chapter 291, Acts of 1928, and 

Further Voted: 'That the sum of $6,000 be and is hereby appro- 
priated for water departmental equipment and that said sum be 
raised by the issue of bonds or notes payable in accordance with 
section 19, Chapter 44 of the General Laws as amended by Section 
2, Chapter 359 of the Acts of 1923 so that the whole loan will be 
paid in not more than five years or during such shorter period as 
the Treasurer and Selectmen may determine and with such ma- 
turities as shall be in compliance with Section 8 of said Chapter 44 
as amended by Chapter 291, Acts of 1928, and 

Further Voted: That the bonds or notes authorized by each of 
the two preceding votes may be issued in separate series or in 
consolidation, provided the resulting maturities be in compliance 
with Section 8 of said Chapter 44 as amended by Chapter 291, 
Acts of 1928, and as so consolidated shall be designated on the 
face thereof “Weston Water Loan Issue of 1929’’, shall bear 
interest at a rate not exceeding four and one-half per cent per 
annum payable semi-annually, shall be signed by the Town 
Treasurer and countersigned by at least a majority of the Select- 
men, shall state on face thereof that they are exempt from tax- 
ation in Massachusetts and shall not be obligatory upon the town 
without the authenticating certificate thereon of a trust com- 
pany or national bank to be designated by the Selectmen. Said 
bonds shall be in coupon form but subject to registration as to 
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principal and may be sold from time to time by the Town Treas- 
urer under the direction of the Selectmen, at public or private 
sale, without notice or advertisement, but at not less than par 
and accrued interest. Premiums received on said bonds less the 
cost of preparing, issuing and marketing them shall be applied 
to the principal of the first bond or bonds to mature. All other 
particulars as to form, issuance and sale shall be determined by 
the Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen. For 
the purpose of payment of principal and interest of said bonds 
as they become due, there shall be raised by taxation each year 
a sum which with the income derived from water rates and charges 
shall be sufficient to pay said principal and interest coming due 
in said year until all of said bonds herein authorized have been 
paids wie. 

This vote was taken by a standing vote; 264 persons voted in 
the affirmative and 4 in the negative. 

Further Voted: That the Selectmen and the Board of Water 
Commissioners of the Town acting jointly be and hereby are au- 
thorized to acquire by purchase or take by eminent domain for the 
purpose of establishing an additional water supply for the in- 
habitants of the Town for the protection of the existing water 
supply, for acquiring water rights and for obtaining locations for 
laying and re-laying water mains, in accordance with the statutes 
of the Commonwealth, all or any part of the following described 
parcels of land, to wit: 

(a) A parcel of land bordering on Se Brook and adjacent to 
the present water supply of the Town; 

(b) A strip of land adequate for the laying and relaying of water 
mains and running from the pumping station at Kendal Green 
through land now owned by the town to and under the location 
of the southern division of the Boston and Maine Railroad, through 
land owned by Francis B. Sears and/or other persons to Crescent 
Street and thence to Boston Post Road at a convenient point to 
connect with the water mains now located in said Boston Post 
Road; 
and said Boards acting jointly are hereby authorized to acquire or 
take title in fee, easements or such other interest in said parcels 
of land as they may deem necessary or appropriate for carrying 
out the purposes of this vote. 

This vote was taken by a rising vote; 241-0.

Order of Taking Certain Roads in the Town of 
Weston. | 


Wuerzeas the Selectmen of the town of Weston in the county 
of Middlesex and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, having 
complied with all the preliminary requirements prescribed by law, 
on the 18th day of March, 1929, did adopt an order laying out and 
by such order did lay out the following as town ways: Dean Road, 
in part; Locust Road (formerly Laurel Road); Old Colony Road 
(formerly Westerly Road) in part; Pembroke Road (formerly 
Upland Road); substantially along the lines of private ways 
having the same name as shown on a plan entitled ‘‘Chiltern 
Hundreds” by Rowland H. Barnes and Henry F. Beal, dated 
August 1925, approved by the Selectmen, verified by their sig- 
natures and filed together with the said order in the office of the 
Town Clerk on the said day; and 

Wuereas the said order laying out the said town ways was 
duly reported to the said town and was duly accepted by the 
said town at a meeting called for the purpose and: held on the 
25th day of March, 1929; and 

WHEREAS it is necessary to acquire land or interests therein for 
the purposes of such town ways; 
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Now, THEREFORE, we the undersigned selectmen of the said 
town of Weston, acting herein under authority conferred upon 
us by Chapters 82 and 79 of the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts and any amendments thereto, and under 
any other authority us hereto enabling, do hereby adopt an order 
of taking of Jand in behalf of the said town of Weston as follows: 

By such order we take an easement for all purposes of town 
ways and such other sufficient interests for all such purposes in 
the land described as follows: 

On the lines of private ways shown on a plan entitled “Chil- 
tern Hundreds” by Rowland H. Barnes and Henry F. Beal, dated 
August 1925, a copy of which plan is hereby approved by us, 
verified by our signatures and adopted as a part of this record. 

Said ways are more particularly described as follows: 


Locust Road (shown on said plan as Laurel Road) by its southerly side line, 
beginning at a point on the town line of Wellesley and Weston where such line 
meets the southwesterly boundary of land now or formerly owned by Ruelberg; 
thence by varying courses in a general northeasterly direction to the junction 
of said way with Chiltern Road, as accepted and allowed by the Town of 
Weston, including at said junction all land not taken by the Town of Weston 
in laying out, accepting, and taking said Chiltern Road as a town way; thence

Order of Taking of Easement in Land of Francis B. Sears 
for Water Purposes. 


We, the Selectmen and Water Commissioners of Weston, 
Middlesex County, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, acting 
under the authority conferred upon us by law, and under the 
authority and instructions given us by a vote of the Town at a 
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Town Meeting on March 25, 1929, and deeming that the public 
necessity and convenience require it, do hereby adopt an order 
whereby we take in behalf of the Town an interest, as more 
particularly described hereinafter, in the following described 
parcel of land, believed by us to be owned by Francis B. Sears: 

A strip of land 20 feet in width, being 10 feet on either side of 
a line beginning at a point in the northeasterly line of Crescent 
Street 10 feet northwesterly of a stone bound marking the corner 
of land of said Sears; said middle line of the strip thence running 
parallel to said Sears line in a northeasterly direction 289 feet;
